Early this morning the Executive Com-

The first intimation that other members 
of the Wampole firm had that their 
money had been taken was a few days 
prior to the finding of Mr. Wampole’s 
body in New York. Albert J. Koch, 8S. 
Ross Campbell, and George R. Wallace, 
the partners, were called together by 
Wampole, who said that he had some- 
thing of importance to impart. Then he 
told them that he had used the firm's 
money, but to what extent he‘%did not 
state. 

The partners hurried to their attorney, 
| George 8. Graham, and an investigation, 
which is still in progress, was begun. 
Then Wampole left the city in the care of 
' physicians. He went to New York, regis- 
jtered at a cheap hotel near the water 
| front, and a day later his body was found 
'in the Bast River.

The nominations of Special Sessions Jus- 
tice McAvoy and former Tenement House 
Commissioner Crain for General Sesstons 
were made by Terence J. McManus and 
Bartow S. Weeks.

Recorder Goff the Oldest and Best 
Known—Two Renominatiéns. 


Leonard A. Giegerich was born in Ba- 
varia in 1855, was admitted to the bar 
here in 1877, elected to the Assembly in 
1887, was Collector of Internal Revenue 
1887-1890, elected Judge of the City Court 
in 1890, County Clerk in 1891, Judge of 
Common Pleas from 1891 to 1895, and was 
put on the Supreme Court bench in 1896, 

Recorder John W. Goff is the oldest of 
all the candidates. If elected he will re- 
tire for age before the expiration of his 
term. .He served as Assistant District 
Attorney under John R,. Fellows, -won 


fame as counsel to the Lexow committee, 
was carried into the Recordership on the 
reform wave that followed, and has served 
there since. Before him have been tried 
some of the most noted criminal cases in 
recent years. 

Samuel Seabury is the son of the Rev. 
Samuel Seabury, formerly rector of the 
Chureh of the Ascension, was born in 
1873, graduated from the New York Law 
School in 1893, and was first nominated 
for Judge of the City Court in 1899 by the 
Citizens’ Union-Republican Party. He 
ran ahead of Mayor Low on the ticket. 

Charles W. Dayton was the last Dem- 
ocratic Postmaster of this city. Presi- 
dent Cleveland appointed him. He was 
born in Brooklyn in 1846, is a graduate of 
Columbia Law School, and made his be- 
ginning as a campaign orator for Gen. 
George B. McClellan in 1864. 

John Ford is best known as the drafter 
of the Ford franchise tax law, which Gov. 
Roosevelt put on the statute books in 1800. 
He ts a native of Orleans County, and for 
the last three years has appeared at Al- 
bany to advocate legislation proposed by 
William R. Hearst. He is a self-made 
man in every sense, having worked on a 
farm in Western New York until he was 
past 20, and then worked his way through 
Cornell to the bar. 

M. Warley Platzek was born in North 
Laroling in 1854, came here in 1875, and 
egan to practice law. He is a Trustee of 
the City College, a member of many Dem- 
ocratic clubs, and Treasurer and Governor 
of the National Democratic Club. 

Peter A. Hendrick is forty-eight. He 
was born in Penn Yan, N. Y., and was 
educated in the common schools of his, 
native village and then in Fordham. 
Twenty years ago he was the law part- 
ner of Morgan J. O’Brien, now Justice of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. About eight years ago he retired 
from private practice. 

Mitchell L. Erlanger wasn’t known to 
the political world until brought out for 
the nomination for Sheriff of New York 
County in 1908. ‘Big Tim” Sullivan 
demanded his nomination by Tammany 
Hall, and Charles F. Murphy was only 
too glad to accede to his wishes. Er- 
langer was elected over Ralph Traut- 
man, the Republican candidate. He made 
a good record as Sheriff. He is related 
to Abraham Erlanger, head of ‘the 
theatrical firm of Klaw & Erlanger. 

Charles L. Guy was born in this city in 
1856, is a graduate of the City College, 
and_ studied law in the office of Elihu 
Root. In 1895 he was elected Senator on 
the Democratic ticket and served five 
years. He has been.an Assistant Corpor- 
atten Counsel since Mayor McClellan took 
office. 

Francis S. McAvoy is a. brother of ex- 
Deputy Police Commissioner McAvoy. He 
was head of the-law division of the Cus- 
tom House under the Cleveland and Mc. 

Mayor McClel- 
lan appointed him a Police Magistrate 
two years ago, and later made him a Jus- 
tice of Special Sessions.

I have read much, 
much has-been said to me, particularly 
with reference to the Banking Depart- 
ment. Nothing has come to me in an 
official or responsible manner, but when 


I take the oath of office I propose to 
make an examination of my own. I pro- 
pose to find out the facts. 

“I suppose that many of you know, 
even {if my opponent does not know, the 
legal powers of the Governor of this 
State.

Department is appointed by and with 
the advice of the Senate, and under 
the law relating to public officers, is 
removable by the Senate on the recom- 
mendation of the Governor.

1 propose to do that in con- 
nection with every matter of departmental 
work. 

“I propose that the people of this State |} 
shall know in an official and sesponsible | 
manner what ought to he done, and if any ; 
of you have any fact that the Governor | 
of the State ought to know and I am 
elected you may come to me and present 
it, and it will receive the consideration to 
which it is entitled, and the duty that is 
imposed upon me will be discharged. 

‘*T teel keenly the responsibility that is! 
upon me, I desire you to know that I face | 
that responsibility with but one desire, 
and that is to serve the people of the! 
State, irrespective of party, and to have! 
an honorable and decent administration of | 
government.”” (Great applause. ] j 

The moment that Mr. Hughes finished :

New York pearl dealers have received 
warnings from pearl buyers along the 
Wabash and other Western rivers that a 
new class of imitations has lately made 
its appearance, the spurious product being 
surreptitiously mixed with real pearls. 

Several wholesale merchants of th 
Maiden Lane district have picked out from 
recent shipments from the West some 
specimens of the imitations. 

That the products so closely simulate 
real pearls as to deceive some of the best 


judges in the trade is a cause of much un- 
easiness among the jewelers. Wholesale 
dealers have learned that the counterfeit 
pearls were brought to this country a 
short time ago from France by a Paris 
dealer. The imitations are in the round, 
oval. and pearl shapes of the natural 
pearls, and have also been cunningly made 
to resemble the irregular baroques. 

The French imitation pearls are made 
by a secret process. They consist princi- 
pally of glass, to which the lustre is im- 
parted by the application of a_ pigment 
obtained from the scales of southern fish 
and a solution of isinglass.

! had complained of the bitter taste of the 
peptonized milk prepared for her by 
defendant. To-day Mr. Wilson drew from

Dr. H. H. Cate, who signed the death 
certificate ascribing Mrs. Brouwer’s death 
to acute Bright's disease, denied emphat- 
ically that he and Dr, Brouwer had acted 
in collusion in connection with the cer- 
tificate. 

There was the usual crowd in the court- 
room. Many women came to the Court 
House in automobiles and were interested 
spectators. Dr. Brouwer showed his ac- 
customed cool demeanor and keen interest 
in the proceedings. 

When Miss Dudley, the nurse, the first 
witness, took the stand, the State tried to 
introduce a conversation between Dr. 
Brouwer and his wife that Saturday 
morning in the presence of the witness. 
The object of this testimony was to show 
a motive for the alleged crime, and that 
Mrs. Brouwer was jealous of Miss Stella 
McClenahan who, after Mrs. Brouwer’s 
death became Mr. Brouwer’s housekeep- 
ers.

NEW YORK LIBRARY REPORT. 


Progress on Main Bryant: Park Build- 
ing—Library Attendance. 


» Trustees of the New York Public 
Library received yesterday from Dr. J. 
S. Billings, the Director of the library, 
his report for the year ended June 30. 

Dr. Billings refers to the work so far 





new main library building in Bryant 


Square. He says that only about 7 per 
cent. of the exterior marble work remains 
uncompleted. Except for the skylights, 
the lower portion of the building on Fifth 
Avenut, Fortieth, and Forty-second 
Streets is finished. Of the interior marble 
work, the cutting and setting of a large 


part of the great vault of the rotunda 
have yet to be done. 

The opening of the Astor and Lenox Li- 
braries at night is still in an experimental 
stage, and the Director and his staff have 
been watching the library patrons to see 
how the innovation is received. This 
study of the frequenters of the libraries 
has resulted in Dr. Billings discovering 
that the new names signed for the night 
hours do not long remain on the lists. 
The regular day habitués have come at 
night also, and they come as regularly 
by night as by day. 

There are now in possession of the 
library books and pamphlets in nineteen 
living foreign languages. There is a total 
of 1,515,455 pleces, which include books, 
pamphlets, and other library material. 
| More than 6,000 periodicals are currently 
received. During the year 216,428 visit- 
ors were registered, an increase over the 
year previous of more than 16,000.

Dear Mrs. Lander: I thank you for your kind- 
ness in sending me tickets to the matinee. It 
is a year or two, I think, since I have been in 
a theatre, for I am getting to the stay-at-home 
period of life, and it takes a good deal to draw 
me from my chimney-corner. 

‘*The Scarlet Letter’’ is admirably put upon 
the stage, and made more impressive and ef- 
fective than I had expected to find it. The es- 
sential difficulty is that in the story everything 
{s still and concentrated, but on the stage it is 
absolutely necessary, I suppose, to give a 
more demonstrative character to the person- 
ages involved in the plot, in order to reach the 
sensibilities of a mixed audience. 

The remark applies especially to the part of 
Roger Chillingworth, whom I idealized from 
the story as a little, shrunken, venomous, old 
man, who works quietly without the outward 
show which betrays the malignant passion, 
There is more of Iago than of Othello about 
Hawthorne's old physician. Mr. Stewell was at 
times almost as vehement as Salvini was in 
Othello. 

I shall not venture to criticize your impas- 
sloned reading of the part of Hester Prynne. 
If it were tempered down to the more sober 
and quiet tone of the story, as told by its calm, 
reflective author, it would probably lose that 
unbroken hold which it kept upon the feelings 
and sympathy of the audience. I do not think 
you lost the contro] of their emotions for a mo- 
ment, though at one or two points the dia- 
logue was a little more lengthened out than I 
could have wished. Perhaps I could not hear 
them so well as I should have heard them 
twenty years ago—but this is a confession. 

I hope you will have continued si:ccess with 
the play, which seemed to me a@ venturesome 
experiment, but which greatly interested the 
audience, of which I was one, and is likely, 
therefore, to prove interesting to other audi- 
ences. 

You will see by the whole character of this 
note that it is meant for your own eye and not 
for managers or editors. I received your re- 
newed and very polite invitation as a compli- 
ment to which I hardly feel entitled and could 
not be content with a mere formal note of 
thanks.

NOT WRITTEN ON HIS PAPER 


And Some of Its Statements Errone- 
ous, Contestants Declare at the 
Trial in Scranton, Penn. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Oct. 10.—The genu- 
ineness of the will and codicil which 
George B. Schooley of Philadelphia claims 
is the last testament of his cousin, James 
L. Crawford, the millionaire coal operator 
of Scranton, and by which he was to come 
into all the great wealth of Crawford, the 
latter's wife and stepson, James F. Shep- 
herd, being practically disinherited, was 
vigorously attacked before Judge Sando 
in the Orphans’ Court here to-day. 

All the evidence taken was for the pur- 
pose of showing the documents to be for- 
geries. This was done by tending to show 
that the paper on which the will was 
written purporting to be the letterheads 
of the People’s Coal Company, of which 
Crawford was the President, was not the 
paper of that company. This was shown 
by the evidence of the printer who fur- 
nished the stationery, by the water mark, 
and also by the statement of the company 
officials that the company’s paper was 
always of ledger stock, while the Schooley 
will is on bond paper. The character of 
the type used in printing the heading was 
also shown by expert evidence to be not 
identical with that used by the Scranton 
printer, but a close imitation,

FINDLAY, Ohio, Oct. 10.—Much legal | 
®rgument marked the day of the trial of | 
the Stendard Oil Company of Ohio for | 
conspiracy against trade. The argument | 
Was caused by the objection of the attor-| 
neys for the Standard to the character of | 
evidence sought to be placed before the 
jury by the prosecution. In every in- 
Stance, however, the ruling of Judge} 
Baker favored the prosecution. 

The result was that the testimony of | 
John D. Rockefeller given in 1898 in the 
litigation against the Standard Oil Trust | 
before the Supreme Court of the State} 
Was read to the jury by Attorney Phelps 
for the prosecution. This consumed the | 
morning session and part of the afternoon. 

Mrs. Ida M. Butts, the first witness of 
the trial, was then called. Mrs, Butts 
said she was the stepdaughter of the 
late George M. Rice, an independent oil | 
refiner of Marietta, Ohio. She had alsoj 
acted as Mr. Rice's private secretary and 
was the executrix of his estate. She pro- 
duced the certificates of original trust 
stock owned by Mr. Rice, the certificates | 
of “legal title’’ into which these were 
later transferred and scrip showing title | 
to fractional shares of stock in all of 
the twenty subsidiary companies of the | 
original trust. The defense did not cross- 
examine her. 

A long wrangle resulted when Mr. 
Phelps offered as evidence a certified copy | 
of the record in the office of the Secre- | 
tary of State of New Jersey, showing 
that in 1898 the Standard Oil Company of | 
that State changed its corporate existence 
by increasing the number of its Directors 
from three to nine. It was argued by 
the defense that this certificate was un- 
authenticated and incompetent. Judge 
Baker reserved his ruling on this point 
until to-morrow. 

The objection of the defense to the char- 
acter of evidence brought forward was 
mainly on the ground that the prosecu- 
tion was going entirely outside of the case 
as set forth in the information filed by 
County Prosecutor David. Besides this 
the authenticity of the evidence in all 
cases was questioned. 

The general answer to these objections 
Was made by Attorney General Ellis and 
by Mr. Phelps. Answering the objection 
of Mr. Kline, that the prosecution was 
going outside the pleadings in the case, 
Mr. Phelps said the Valentine law, under 
which the suit was brought, was as 
broad as the world and as strong as

AIRS FIRST FOR HURRICANA 


Four Favorites Were Successful on a 


Mud-Covered Track at the Bel- 
mont Park Course. 


The racegoers who assembled at the 
Belmont Park race course yesterday went 
prepared for surprises, for the fields in| 
all six events of the card were remark- | 
ably evenly balanced, and there was a | 
general expectation that the track would | 
be ‘deep and heavy. A fair share of sur-| 
prises cropped up in the course of the | 
afternoon’s racing, but the greatest sur-! 
prise of the day was in the time that was 
hung up for several of the races, for the 
Belmont Park course, even with a wet 
covering of sancy mud, proved amazingly 
fast, and horses ran over it with more 
speed than they showed at the courses of 
lesser size in dry going, as was demon- 
atrated when Far West covered a mile in 
the best time of the Fall season, 1:88 2-5.

ter in 0:22 4-5, three furlongs in 0:34 1-5, 
and a half mile in 0:46 3-5, by the record 
of the official timer. 

A sensational result was furnished for 
the Hurricana Stakes, in the victory of 
the 20 to 1 chance Airs, from the stable 
of George F. Johnson. Airs, well up all 
the way, coming on at the end and win- 
ning cleverly after Glenham and Vaquero, 
the two choices in the contest, raced head 
and head until noth tired and stopped. 

The-chief event of the day, and for the 
betting men about the most satisfactory, 
was the race tor the Bronx Highweight 
Handicap, the first of the Autumn Serial 
Handicaps. This was at six furlongs, and 
all the best of the horses named to run 
for it answered the call to the post, Nan- 
nie Hodge carrying the actual top weight 
of the. race, with the two-year-old Oken- 
ite as the bottom weight of the six that 
ran,. The Missouri-bred three-year-old 
Dr. Gardner, which was bought for $15,000 
at Brighton Beach by Frank Farrell and 
Timothy D, Sullivan, started in the Bronx 
Handicap in his first race for his new 
owness, carrying the colors of T. D. Sulli- 
van, ‘but being saddied for the race by 
Frank Weir, trainer of the Farrell stable. 

The information that Dr. Gardner was 
a. “‘real good thing ’’ was spread wide by 
the gathering of the Sullivans and the 
baseball players of the New York Ameri- 
can League Club, who were on hand to 
share in the profits of the race, and Dr. 
Gardner, ridden by Shaw, was favorite 
through all the betting, with Okenite the 
next baclted horse of the field. The race 
was the first sprint of the meeting run 
around the turn of the main course, and 
with the horses in plain view from start 
to finish the backers of Dr. Gardner never 
had occasion for a moment’s uneasiness 
after the start was made.

| The competition for the work will be 
upon a plan which is described as fre- 
quent in great works, but of which lit- 
tle has reached the public ear.

A SIDELIGHT ON ANNEXATION. 

The London Saturday Review the 
other day, commenting on the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, which it regards as cer- 
tain to follow intervention, grudgingly 
admitted that one good would come 
from it—the manufacture of real Ha- 
vana cigars would be preserved, and 
the scrupulous smoker would be bene- 
fited. The United States Tobacco 
Journal takes precisely the opposite 
view. It declares that after annexa- 
tion the present prohibition of import- 
ed tobacco in Cuba must vanish, that 
the island would be flooded with Amer- 
{ican factories anxious to take advan- 
tage of the prestige of being situated in 
Cuba, and the native Cuban industry 
would be swamped. It says: 


With the advent of numerous American 
factories richly endowed with capital and 
conducted with American push, energy, 
and ingenuity, the Havana factories which 
have held sway so long by their reputa- 
tion would be placed in a competition for 
their lives. In a word, a revolution would 
invade Havana’s cigar industry, and to 
the vistors would helqng the spoils. 

We think it is premature to assume 
that intervention must be followed by 
annexation, but a good many politi- 
clans take the opposite view, and this 
suggestion as to the consequences is 


not without interest. 


THIS LITTLE WORLD. 

If the embattled farmers at Lexing- 
ton had fired the shot heard round the 
world in these later days there would 
have been nothing remarkable in that 
phenomenon. Nowadays we have a 
microphone in operation which makes a 
whisper a shout, and brings down an 
avalanche when least expected. For 
example, we had recently a telegram 
from Shanghai describing a mutiny 
among the Sikh police arising from dis- 
satisfaction over their pay. They had 
fellow-countrymen working for better 
wages at Panama, and they wanted the 
same. And the Washington telegrams 
on the same day supplied the informa- 
tion that the contractors who have just 
bid upon Chinese labor for Panama 
would not be allowed to supply it with- 
out guarantees of good treatment. We 
must look elsewhere or our Govern- 
ment must go bail for the contractors, 
and perhaps get bail for its own good 
conduct. From the Philippines we had 
a message expressing fear lest the Cu- 
ban affair should prejudice autonomy 
and independence in the Philippines. 

It is clear how such incidents make 
for good government. The time has 
gone by when wrong can be done and 
the perpetrators confront civilization 
with the demand what it is going to do 
about. accomplished facts. There are 
no longer any accomplished facts in the 
relations of Governments. Everything 
happens at once, and sometimes a lit- 
tle sooner abroad than in the situs of 
the news, by a process of intelligent 
anticipation. Thus little grievances are 
prevented from becoming big ones, and 
many a promising casus belli is 
dwarfed into a diplomatic incident. The 
big stick as a preventer of war has a 
strong rival in the talking wire.

“I am in perfect accord with the action 
of the board.” 

Maxwell's examinations, as they are 
familiarly known, have been used since 
1902. The papers were prepared and 
marked by committees of school teachers. 
The examinations were taken for gradua- 
tion from high school, for admisston to @ 
training school, and for the academic part 
of the examination for a Teachers’ Li- 
cense No. 1. Every year since they were 
first used the high school students and 
teachers have protested against them. Dr. 
Thomas Hunter, when President of the 


| Normal College, asserted that the exam- 


inations were an unfair discrimination 
against the students of the high school 
department of the college, since they were 
forced to meet unfair requirements. 

The step taken by the board consisted 
of the adoption of an amendment to Para- 
graph 9 of the general provisions for the 
course of.study for high schools. The 
paragraph was amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“A student’s proficiency in each sub- 
ject presented for graduation shall be de- 
termined, in accordance with rules to be 
prescribed by the Board of Superinten- 


| dents, by the examination conducted by 


the College Entrance Examination Board 


New York State Examinations Board.” 
The clause “or by the examinations con- 
ducted by the New York State Examina- 
tions Board’ was inserted. 

As soon as the resolution was presented 
Majority Leader Stern explained its pur- 
pose. 

‘We have received a letter from the 
State Board of Regents,’’ he said, ‘‘ ask- 
ing if we are willing to adopt the scheme 
of examinations which will be prepared 


the law we are receiving at present from 
the State High School Fund between $80,- 
000 and $90,000 a year for our high schools. 
The letter of the Regents says if we do 
not adopt the scheme of the State Exam- 
inations Board the funds will be withheld 
from us. Whether the Regents can do 
this or not is a question of law. However,

“The new examinations will be prepared 
by a board, in which will be represented 
the State Department of Education, the 
Superintendents, the colleges, and 
high schools. The passing of these exam- 
inations will enable a student to enter any 
of the colleges in the State.

I do not 
imagice that the examinations will be 
severe. They should be fair and afford a 
satisfactory test. 

“The examinations will do away with 
the friction between the Normal College 
and the Board of Examiners and the City 
Superintendent. There has always been a 
difference of opinion as to whether the 
City Superintendent had the right to re- 
quire the graduates of the High School 
Department of the Normal College to take 


his academic examinations if they wanted 
to enter the College Department. The 


| heads of the Normal College have assert- 


ed that the City Superintendent has no 
right to require this. The City Superin- 
tendent declared to the contrary. It has 
now been agreed by the City Superinten- 
dents that in the Normal College stu- 
dents who want to enter the College De- 
partment from the High School Depart- 
ment may do so by taking the new exam- 
inations. This will settle the conflict. If 
the plan does not work satisfactorily we 
are under no obligation to continue it. 

There was a@ spirited dispute at the meet- 
ing between Chairman_ Higgins of the 
Committee on Care of Buildings and the 
Brooklyn members of the board on the 
quéstion of allowing the Brooklyn Teach- 
ers’ Association the use of school build- 
ings for leétures. The association offers 
lecture courses for teachers, and each 
teacher is charged a fee of $5.

Union Pacific the Leader—Stee! Com- 
mon at a New High Point.

Up to the close of the noon hour yester- 
day prices of securities moved in the same 
aimless way as on Monday and Tuesday, 
save in special instances, while the trad- 
ing was again upon a very small scale. 
The further concessions made to time bor- 
rowers, however, together with the publi- 
cation of a number of excellént railroad 
annual reports and the -Government’s 
October crop report, with its assurance of 
a corn crop far exceeding any ever har- 
vested in this country, served to stimulate 
speculative sentiment and to promote 
heavy buying of Union Pacific, St. Paul, 
and the United States Steel shares, and 
in sympathy with the advances in these 
stocks the general market bocame strong, 
moving forward steadily to the close of 
the day. The October report on wheat 
was, of course, the final report, and yes- 
terday’s estimate of an outturn of 739,- 
883,000 bushels, therefore, compares with 
the final crop of 552,000,000 bushels a 
year ago, and that of 748,460,000 bushels 
in the record harvest of 1901. In the same 
way the corn figures published at this 
time usually approximate the final har- 
vest very closely, so that yesterday’s esti- 
mate of 2,780,000,000 bushels may be ac- 
cepted as representing the probable yield. 
It is worth noting that the condition of 
corn is placed at 90.1, against 89.2 a year 
ago and a ten-year average of 79.6. Among 
the annual reports made public was that 
of the Northern Pacific, showing an in- 
crease of $6,200,000 in net earnings and of 
$2,200,000 in final surplus, the surplus for 
dividends equaling 14.5 per cent. on the 
road’s common stock. Of the monthly 
earnings statements the most interesting 
was that of the Union Pacific, with its 
increase of $525,000 in gross and $327,000 
in net for the month of August. An un- 
favorable happening of the day was the 
failure of the large mercantile and bank- 
ing house of Ceballos & Co., which has 
been heavily interested in Cuban enter- 
prises, and whose downfall is understood 
to be due to a defalcation. While the 
house was interested in a number of 
American enterprises also, it is not be- 
lieved at the moment that these are seri- 
ously affected. 

While rates for money in this city were 
falling yesterday, going to 5 per cent. for 
the six months’ period, they were rising 
in London and in Berlin, where the Ger- 
man Bank, as had been expected, found 
it necessary to advance its official dis- 
count rate from 5 per cent. to 6 per cent., 
this being the highest rate ever fixed at 
this time with two exceptions. The firm- 
er working of money in London was un- 
doubtedly due in part to the Berlin pro- 
ceeding, but it had further explanation in 
another heavy loss by the Bank of Bng- 
land in gold holdings to Egypt. Carry- 
over rates on American securities In Lon- 
don yesterday, where the regular fort- 
nightly settlement was in progress, rose 
to 6% per cent., with an even stiffer rate 
upon certain industrials, notably United 
States Steel. As a result of these various 
matters, financial London was again dis- 
turbed over the possibility of an increase 
to-day in the discount rate of the Bank of 
England itself. In the foreign exchange 
market early in the day there was an- 
other rise in demand sterling quotations, 
but these eased later, closing unchanged. 
If the English Bank rate should be ad- 
vanced to-day it should mark the end of 
the present gold import movement. 

One matter which attracted consider- 
able attention comprised the monthly pig 
fron production statistics, published by 
the fron trade authority, these showing 
that the decline in production which is 
gone on steadily since the month of 
March was checked in September, the] 
output in that month of thirty days cated | 
to 1,970,962 gross tons, against 1,926,736 
tons in August, a month of ctsone 
days, this constituting a daily increase of 
8,546 tons over the August average. A} 
further increase in production in the cur- 
rent month is clearly indicated.

PLANS OF NEW HILL ROAD THE NEW YORK TRUST COMPANY 


TO COMBAT HARRIMAN 


BRANCH LINES PROJECTED 


These to be Used tp Protect New Line 
from Rivalry — Northern 
Pacific’s Annual Report. 


The first formal statement) of the plans 
of the Portland & Seattle Railway, 
which is being built down the north 
bank of the Columbia River in Washing- 
ton by James J. Hill, is contained in the 
annual report of the Northern Pacific 
Railway, issued yesterday. The new line 
traverses a territory through which the 
Harriman lines claim a right of way, 
and numerous conflicts between the Hill 
and Harriman forces have enlivened the 
construction of this new road, which 
will give the Hill roads a new and great- 
ly improved line into Portland, Ore. 

In the building of this new road, which 
will be 428 miles long, the Northern 
Pacific is jointly interested with the 
Great Northern. In view of the opposi- 
tion to the construction of the Portland 
& Seattle by the Harriman forces, it is 
an interesting fact that this new line, 
when completed, will connect with the 
line which is being built into the Clear- 
water section under the joint control 
of the Union Pacific and the Northern 
Pacific. This line traverses a section 
which both Hill and Harriman had for a 
long time been desirous of developing. 
The joint ownership plan was announced 
last year as a way out of the disputes 
which would have resulted between the 
two systems had either built a line in- 
dependently of the other. 

The Clearwater line was merely to serve 
as a feeder to the main lines of the com- 
peting systems. The Portland & Seattle 


Railway will give the Hill roads a new | 


line into Portland and will be so con- 
structed that it can handle traffic very 
economically. It will therefore make the 
Hill roads still stronger competitors with 
the Harriman lines for through freight. 

The details of this new line show that 
the new road will run from Portland to 
Spokane and Texas Ferry, Washington, 
connecting at Spokane with the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern, and at Texas 
Ferry with the joint line owned by the 
Northern Pacific and Union Pacific. Valu- 
able termin4l property has been purchased 
in Portland and Vancouver. The report 
says that it is expected that the line from 
Portland to Pasco and Texas Ferry will 
be completed by the Autumn of 1907, and 
the line from Pasco to Spokane early in 
1908. 

This line, of very low grades and light 
curvature, the report says, will permit 
the handling of a very large amount of 
business, both freight and passenger, be- 
tween Spokane and points west, and north 
of Vancouver, and will relieve the present 
congestion through the Yakima Valley 
and over the Cascade Mountains. There 
will also be a good local business devel- 
oped on the new line, 

What the Northern Pacific is doing to 
prepare for future competition from the 
Harriman lines is indicated in this state- 
ment regarding new surveys: 

Examination of the country tributary to your 
lines and surveys of railroads to serve such 
country are being made in order to provide for 
proper development of branch lines for the pro- 
tection of the company’s interest. 

The Northern Pacific’s statement of 
earnings shows remarkable progress over 
the previous year. Gross increased over 
$10,500,000 and net over $6,200,000. This 
showing was made on an increase of 103 
miles, bringing the total mileage up to 
5,401. The gross earnings totaled $61,223,- 
475 and the net $30,128,043. Out of the 
surplus of $11,637,740 left, after the pay- 
ment of dividends, $6,081,980 was appropri- 
ated for betterments and reserve funds, 
leaving a net surplus for the year of $5,- 
555,760. 

The passenger business for the year 
showed an increase of 26.8 per cent., while 
the freight traffic showed an increase of 


19.5 per cent. 


WESTERN UNION PROSPERS. 


Slight Decrease in Net Earnings Due 
to Extensive Betterments. 


The Western Union Telegraph Company 
for the year ended June 30 last reported 
yesterday an increase of about 4,000,000 
messages transmitted over its wires and 
a gain of $1,642,020 in its gross receipts 
for the year. The net earnings for the 
twelve months amounted to $7,070,588, a 
decrease of $117,482, due to largely in- 
creased expenses, reflecting among other 
things larger expenditures out of earn- 
ings for the improvemént of the property. 
The surplus for the year after the pay- 
ment of dividends was $874,519, compared 
with a surplus of $1,092,781 for 1905. 

Discussing the improvement work done 
in the year, President Clowry says in his 
report to the stockholders: 

‘“‘The large increase in the revenues for 
the year has warranted a continuance of 
the policy of making liberal appropria- 
tions from earnings for raising the stand- 
ard and improving the stability and oper- 
ating efficiency of the lines. The expen- 
ditures for these purposes and for the gen- 
eral maintenance and repair of the lIlnes 
during the year amounted to $4,422,600, 
an increase of $703,626 over last year. A

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Sharp Increase In Pig Iron Production 
in September—Talk of Imports. 


The most interesting feature of this 
week's reports to The Iron Age on the 
iron and steel trade is that they show an 
upward turn in the production of pig iron 
during the month of September, contrast- 
ing with the declining tendency which 
had been in progress since last March. 


The Iron Age to-day will say: 


Returns to us from the coke and anthracite 
blast furnaces show that pig iron production in 
the thirty days of September was 1,970,962 
gross tons, as compared with 1,926,736 tons in 
August, with thirty-one days. The daily rate 
was 65,699 tons in September, an increase of 
3,546 tons a day over the average in August. 
September has thus substantially checked the 
decline in production which has been noticed 
month, by month since March. The bay | ca- 
pacity of 310 furnaces active Oct. 1 was , 665 
tons; on Sept. 1 ft was 441,426 tons. A month- 
ly increase of 120,000 tons is thus indicated. 

Importers have been studying the chances of 
placing Middlesboro and Scotch trons, and 
some moderate business has been done. It ts 
understood that quite a tonnage of pig tron war- 
rants has been bought for American account, 
but it is yet an open question whether the buy- 
ers will take the profit available from the rise 
or will ultimately decide to ship the iron. 

Only moderate transactions in steel rails are 
reported, but it is probable that some impor- 
tant negotiations now pending will be closed 
at an early date. There has been quite a good 
run of contracts for structural material.

ENGLISH “CROWN FOR $57.50. 


Rare Pattern Cereaution Souvenir a 
Feature of the Latest Coin Sale. 


At the sale of Oriental and other coins 
of H. P. Macoy of Hongkorg at the Hotel 
Bartholdi on Tuesday by Geoffrey C. 
Adams, a feature was the rare pattern 

coronation crown of England, which 
brought $57.50. There were only twenty- 
six of these coins struck, and all are held 
by the English nobility with the exception 
of four. The crown is a beautiful piece 
of silver and shows on the obverse the 
King on horseback in coronation robes, 
and on the reverse the arms in a reeded 


circle and an inscription. The crown is 
very much like the rare crowns of 
Charles. 

The Oriental money included all the 
forms of Chinese metallic currency, and 
many brought high prices. One of the 
most interesting was a treasury tally for 
fifty ounces issued B. C. 129. It is octag- 
onal in form and brought $2.50. Other 
Oriental coins included several made of 
porcelain and used in Siam from 75 to 123 
years ago. About 600 lots were sold, and 


realized nearly $2,000.
